The Chinese radio aecount of 
the battle continued: “Then an- 
other enemy war vessel, steaming 
Eastward from Chinkiang, renach- 
ed the spot and opened fre.” (The 
‘hulf-sunk" vessel was presum- 
ably HMS Amethyst. Another 
stenming Eastward wus presum- 
ably Consort). 

The Communist version said: 
"In the  fercnoon of | April 2) 
(Thursday) two more enemy 
vessels came from the East.” 
These were most probably the 
cruiser, Londen, and the destroy- 
er, Black Swan, coming to the 
assistance of the stricken 
Amethyst.

The Communist bronadenst said 
that on April 21 the Chinese Reds 
“still took these vessels to be part 
of the Kuomintang Navy but thr 
next day learned that’ they were 
really four British ships.’ After 
Thursday's battle, “three of the 
British warships fled Eastward 
past Kinnxyin, probably to Shang- 
hai, while the fourth was ground- 
ed near Chinkinng.” 

The Communists admitted 
that they sufferetl 252 casunltles 
und some of thetr weapons were 
destroyed. They said that details 
of the iicident “can only be as- 
certained after the capture of 
Chinkiang.” 

The Chinese Communist radlo 
concluded: “The KuomlIntang 
reactioniries who started ‘the 
civil war in collaboration with 
American imperialism have now 
committed another traitorous act 
by working in collusion with the 
Brilish imperialist: Naval vessels 
which sailed far up the Yangtse 
to hinder the crossing of the 
Liveration troops."—-United Press,

Shanghai itself is superficially 
entm but Its heart beats tensely 
as the Communist armies rapidly 
bear down upon it, : 

Chinese and foreigners alike 
have not recovered from the 
initial gurprise over the speed of 
the Communist advance and in 
many causes it is leading to panic 
with the realisation that the 
mean of escape are diminishing. 

Many forelgners feel trapped 
and afraid because they believe 
that the presence of foreign ‘war- 
ships.is no longer synonymou: 
with the protection they afforded 
before the attack on the Britisn 
ships In the Yangtse last week.

PARTISANS 
OF PEACE 


While Chinese Communists 
shell British warships in the 
Yanypise, while Communists 
in Malaya murder British 
planters and Communist 
activity in other Far Eastern 
countries’ is increasing, the 
Communist Party is putting 
on a show in Paris, labelled 
the “World Congress for 
Peace.” The danger of this 
conference lies in the insidi- 
ous claim of the so-called 
partisans of peace that only 
the Communists and those 
who support the foreign 
policy of the Soviet Union 
are sincere in wanting peace, 
while everyone else, inelud- 
ing the great majority in all 
Western countries, are really 
planning for war. In_ this 
way they hope to attract 
many innocent but ignorant 
people to support the Com- 
munist cause and to question 
the policies of their own gov- 
ernments. For this purpose 
the “peace congress” is an in- 
x#enious device. In_ theory 
nothing could) be more 
harmless or indeed more 
praiseworthy; in practice it 
it is a means of attack- 
ing the Western Powers 
in their own home. The 
Paris congress is taking the 
usual course of these Com- 
munist and Communist-front 
meetings. The peaceful policy 
of the Soviet Union is praised; 
the Atlantic Pact is denounc- 
ed as a pact of warmongers. 
Yet. the Western peoples, 
while gritting their teeth, 
may reflect that even “peace” 
is a significant cry from the 
East and may express a 
venuine wish for some kind 
of appensement or cover a 
venuine sense of uncasiness, 
The Russian rulers no doubt 
wish to exploit the longing 
for peace in Western Europe 
for their own ends but they 
cannot do so without rousing 
an equal longing among the 
peoples subject to their rule. 
The Russian peace offensive 
is not peace as it is understood 
in the West; but so long as 


| there ara no illusions about 


its purpose it may be watch- 
ed with interest and even 
with encouragement.

Burma Needs “Aid 


Burma's obvious need for 
aid in her present plight is a 
eall to the Commonwealth 
Conference now being held in 
London. The Ministers are 
bound to consider sympatheti- 
cally Burma’s urgent need for 
a loan and, although Burma 
has chosen to sever political 
ties with the Commonwealth, 
the state of affairs in that 
part of the world is a matter 
for much concern to a num- 
ber of Commonwealth coun- 
tries, and particularly to India 
and Pakistan. The confusion 
into which the country ob- 
viously has  failen means 
‘doubts not only about its 
ability to make fruitful use of 
a loan but also about the 
capacity of the present rulers 
to resist the Communist pene- 
tration effectively. Since the 
rejection by,Burma of the 
Commonwealth offer of 
mediation, the plight of 
Burma has worsened. Every- 


thing points to the necessity’ 


for prompt Commonwealth 
action either to bring about 


a compromise in the civil war, 


or, if ‘this is not possible,’ to 
extend practical aid to the 
Rangoon Government.

Publicity can be helpful or 
harmful, A youngster may fet 
too much Hmelight§ for a per- 
formance that might be more In 
the nature of an necident than 
something to be expected of him 
regularly. Pushed Into the pic- 
lure tug soon, he may suffer an 
unmerciful hiding from good 
batsnien. 

But Hilton appears to have all 
the quallficatlons that go to make 
a first-class bowler. He ts worth 
regarding, ond encouraging, as a 
potential England ployer. 


The League 


Many Englishmen fail to realise 
that no one plays cricket pro- 
tessionally in Australia. 

It is one reason why we lose 
stars to. England's league clubs. 

We are obviously perturbed 
that the leagues have taken, or 
are reported to be taking, really 
high-class performers like Cecil 
Pepper, George Tribe, BIli Al- 
ley, Jack Pettiford, Ken Greaves, 
Fred Freer and, last but not 
least, Bruce Dooland.

As the number of top-class 
players ts limited, the loss of 
men of Test or nenr-Test calibre 
is felt severely. However, I see 
no mutual solution, ns the play- 
ers have a right to lead their own 
lives und to play cricket where 
they can get the best terms. 

It remains for Australia to see 
whether some means can be 
found of keeping at home the 
talent so painstakingly produced. 

And so to umptres. 

“In the ‘past 1 have always held 
the standard of umpiring to be 
higher in England than in Aus- 
tralia. This is hecause English 
umpires are mostly ex-players 
with a first-class knowledge and 
long experience of the game. 

In 1948 English umpiring was 
not quite up to the standard of 
previous tours; there has been a 
deterioration In country cricket 
as a whole. 


- Less Keen 


Probably the war is to blame, 
All the pre-war umpires are now 
uine years alder and their cye- 
sight Is not quite so keen. But 
they have not yet been replaced 
by the new and younger men 
whom we may expect in the 
years ahead. .

Finally, I hope that the tour 
helped the youth of England, who 
enw Australians play for the first 
time. to learn such lessons as 
these: 

When batting, follow the policy 
of hitting the ball and scoring 
runs--of attacking, and attack- 
ing. whenever circumstances per- 
mit. ; : 

When bowling, concentrate on 
trying to rob the batsman of the 
initlatlve.

Amateurs’ £700 


This absence, surely, is due to 
the financial expediency of a 
restricted programme of  inter- 
state cricket rather than to the 
existence in Australia of a nobler 
spirit. 

For financin] reasons amatcura 
like myself find It increasingly 
difficult to continue playing first- 
class cricket, Thug’ it may seem 
strange that 17 amateurs from 
Auatralia can afford the timo 
and the money to make cricket 
tours abroad, whereas wo in Eng- 
land have difficulty in discover- 
Ing more than two or three. 

Tho anawer, of course, ia the 
vast difference between financial 
help or expense allowances grant- 
ed to the amateurs of our own 
touring side, and the assistance 
provided for the Australians. . 

For a tour to Australian an 
English amateur receives between 
£150-£200 to cover clothing, 
equipment and = out-pecket ex- 
ponses. For the Jast tour of this 
country cvery Australlan amateur 
recetved the equivalent of £700 
sterling to cover similar expenses, 

Next, I would like to join issue 
with Bradman on the relative 
scoring speeds of English and 
Australlan Test sides. He claims 
that ‘ustrallans get their runs 
more quickly (and,  thorefore, 
presumably more attractively) 
thon we do, This may have been 
true of the last two series, but 
there are three very good reasons 
for it. : 


Wickets Help 


Firstly, Australians learn to 
bat on true, fast wickets which 
are conducive to good stroke play. 
Gur own batsmen have to compcte 
with frequent variations of pitch 
caused by our erractic climate. 
Censequently, they must thorough- 
ly master the art of defence, con- 
centration on which makes them 
prone to Jose their resourcefulness. 

Bradinan himself provices the 
second reason. His own amazing 
ability to got runs quickly off al- 
most Sny bowling so Incrcascd his 
team’s scoring rate that the slow- 
ness of other Australian batsmen 
has been overlooked, 

Thirdly, there is Bradman's 
method of captaincy. Except on 
occasions when wickets fall quick- 
ly he very soon starts bowling to,a 

lefensive field—and is fully pre- 
pared to stay on the defensive until 
a wicket falls. 

Here Iet me agree with Don 
that never at any time during 
the 1948 Tests did any member 
of the English team reaent the 
bowllng of Lindwall and Miller. 
The only incident occurred dur- 

ing our second innings at Notting- 
ham, when there wasn demon- 
stration by the crowd against 
Miller for his bowling at Hutton. 
My own viow Is that this was an 
aftermath of the 1932-33 tour in 
Amatralia, and of the Voce incident 
when Wotts played the Australians 
in 1934. 

The reaction to fast bowling by 
myself and the rest of the side was 
a desire to have someone equally 
fast who could retaliate. We. had 
no wish to startna “bouncing” 
match, dDut wo felt it was no Httle 
galling that all the heavy artillery 
belonged to vur opponents. 

Closely allied to the succesn of 
Australia’s fast-bowlerg last sum- 
mer Was tho fielding of Barnes at 
short leg. To my mifid ho in- 
creased tremendously the effective- 
ness of Lindwall and Biller, A 
fieldsman as closc as Barnes was 
could not fail to have an unsettling 
effect On the batsman by mtoking 
him very conscious of his presence, 

To this extent Barnes, admitted- 
ly, wos # distracting influence, 
but to suggest that he was broak- 
ding the laws or the spirit of tho 
game ls absurd. |< oe 

"Deon, I read, denies that ho is a 
ruthless captain. Iam _ sure he 
meant this in all sincerity, but 
ruthicasnoas is diMfcult ta define. 
Maybe ‘Don is not ruthless—but I 
have nover known him play cric- 
ket any way but the hard way, 
even in festival matches. 

Ho is oa strong digciplinarlan, 
very astute, and extremely keen 
In the field. At times I have felt 
that his keerinees, was.

POSSIBLE IF BONN. 
MEETING SUCCEEDS 


London, April 23. . : 


Relations botweon tho Sovict Union and the Wostorn 
powors, which had appeared to bo reaching the 
point whoro a resumption of four-power discus- 
sions on Germany was imminent, are now sus- 
pended pending o decision by the political 
partics of Westorn Germany on the drafting of 
a basic law for the Western Zones. . 

If a compromise can be reached between the Social 
Democrats and the Christian Democrats on the 
provisional Constitution of a West Germany 
State, most London observers believe that Mos- 
cow will make a move to re-open the four-pow- 
er talks on Germany, even at the cost of calling 
off the Berlin blockade. 


The motive, it is believed, 
would be tu delay the establish- 
ment of a Government of 
Western Germany and fo pre- 
vent the pragress of the in- 
tegration of a> West German 
State into the pattern of a 
Western Furope solidly linked 
to the North Atlantic bloc. 

For the moment, following the 
meeting Inst Tuesday at Hanover 
of the German Soclal Democrats, 
the task of retarding the creation 
of a West German State is still 
being performed by the Germans 
themselves. 

There bas been a correspond- 
ing lull Ino the accumulation of 
evidence that Russin is nbout t 
muke more delinkte approaches lo 
the three Western)  cecupying 
powers for a orenewnl of | the 
quadripartite talks. 

In London, it ds widely felt 
that the timing of the note from 
the three Military Governors to 
the Parliamentary Assembly at 
Bonn has contributed to the dim- 
culty in reaching agreement on 
the basie law by the two main 
political parties, ‘This wis orl- 
Hinally drafted ino Washington by 
Mr. Denn Acheson, U.S. Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Ernest Bevin, 
British Foreign Secretary, and M. 
Robert) Schuman, French For- 
eign Minister, on April 7 with 
the Iden that it should be com- 
municated to the Parliamentary 
Assembly without delay. 

Real Concession 
Expressing the hope that an 
agreement on the basic law 
will be quickly reached, it 
makes a real concession to the

Currency Problem 


“We want unity In Europe ond 
in the world. We are try!ng to 
(uke the appropriate steps to 
uchteve it.” 

The inter-convertibility of Eu- 
ropean currencies was the main 
topic tackled by the members of 
the Monetary and Financial Com- 
mittee today, 

Point’ was lent to their argu. 
ments by a report from America 
that Mr, Paul Hoffmann, Econo- 
mte Co-operation Administrator, 
had spoken of such inter-con- 
vertibiilty being effected In the 
near future, 

Pro: or Arthur Montgomery, 
Professor at the University of 
Stockholm and one of the lead- 
ers of the Swedish delegation, 
told Reuter'’s correspondent in 
regard tae the monetary pro- 
cratmme: “Everyone has had in 
mind the inter-convertibillty of 
European currencies. 

“The report of Mr. Hoffman’s 
comments about it being achiev- 
ed in the very near future pre- 
supposes on review of the ex- 
change rates. Other matters, too, 
must be taken into cuusideration 
before such a system can be put 
into operation,” 


No Equilibrium 


Continuing, Professor Mont- 
gnomery said: “I believe it would 
be quite Impossible to introduce 
inter-convertibility if the present 
rnotes of exchange had not been 
closely reviewed. At present, 
there is no equilbrium between 
the’ currencies of Europe. 

“8ome currencles are over- 
valued and others are under- 
valued. As a consequence, If 
there fs an Inter-convertidility, 
those currencles which are wu 
der-valued would get Into a 
very difficult position. 

“Sterling Is probably under- 
valued in relation to several con- 
inental currencies, which means 
that some continental countries 
have great difficulty in balancing 
their trade accounts with Great 
Britain, 

“I feel that Mr, Hoffman mus* 
have some foundation for his 
views on approaching converti- 
bility. If alterations In exchange 
rates went sufficiently far enough, 
it might be possible to introduce 
a fair amount of convertibility, 
particularly {{ Marshall Ald could 
be used in some way to facilitate 
the operation of the system.” 


Colonial Angle 


Speaking of the Overseas ‘Ter- 
ritories Committee, Dr. Ss. 
Schrokner, of the Netherlands 
delegation, sald: “We have dis- 
cussed freely and frankly the 
problem of development of over- 
seas territorles, with special note 
of the offer by President Truman 
in regard to backward territories, 

“The zencral fdec in the Com- 
mittee has been that this offer 
will never be able to be made 
Practical unless there is a free 
association between ‘all the three 
interested partics—the European 
countries, the “sseclated overseas 
territorles, and American finances, 

“Wo have felt that it is now 
no longer a question of American 
help, but a question of tri-partite 
co-operation between the three|* 
interested partics, The stronger 
the unity, the more efficient will 
be the ald to the assocta over- 
seas territorics."!
